to  attensl  to  particular*,  however, 
we  will  juifc  obferve  that  it  h  well 
known,  h  nv  oar  citizens  are  oarafi- 
eii  with  land  dilutes,  aud  how  ex- 
ceedingly cxpetdive  and  tedious  is 
the  prefent  mode  of  trial  1  he  land 
laws  of  Virginia  i  equ.re  locations  to 
be  fpecial,  and  claims  may  lie  dor- 
mant or  trials  be  put  off  until  the 
greater  part  of  the  n  aiktd  tices 
may  have  fallen,  or  w  itnelles  can- 
net  be  proem ed.

It  would  be  fuperfluouitn  recall 
to  your  recollection  that  hitherto 
our  Hereditary  States  have  fur- 
niihed  the  major  part  of  tnofs  who 
have  defended  you,  and  undoubt- 
edly our  helgic  provinces,  fo  lloti. 

ii  ing,  fo  populous,  aj^L  fo  ihte- 
icllt'd  in  ilie  ]'ita-!s  of  the  w  a-, 
which  unhappily  may  pfarifn.lt'  I 
wi.hilieir  ant.i.t'.lat ion  and  t<  tal 
ruin,  v\ill  not  be  backward  in  fur- 
niiiiing  men  io  adili  in  defence  tTl* 
thofe  proT?nccs. 

It  is  at  the  prefent  moment, 
while  the  pti  lod  is  nor  yet  elapfed, 
that  we  rddrefs  omfelves  to  you 
for  an  object  mot  e  important  even 
than  that  contained  in  our  dilpatt  h 
ot  the  ;cth  of  April:  we  demttud 
for  our  army,  from  all  the  provin- 
ces, a  levy  of  men,  and  we  are 
puifuaded,  that,  penetrated  with 
the  necelhty  of  fatisfying  fo  jull  a 
demand,  you  will  only  paufe  on 
the  mode  of  carrying  it  into  exe- 
cution. We  do  not  helitate  to 
propofe  to  you  that  which  is  moll 
conformable  to  rct.»on,  to  jull  ice, 
and  to  the  geneiai  interells  and 
exigencies  of  the  moment,  viz. 
an  equitable  aflcdhnent  on  all  the 
dillricts,  each  of  which  fliall  be 
directed  to  fui  nilh  one  man  in  eve- 
ry hundred,  as  far  as  regards  its 
general  population,  and  five  men 
in  every  hundred  capable  of  bear- 
ing arms. 

It  is  to  this  demand  that  we  im- 


mediately exped  ycur  c<  i  fcr.t,  znl 
your  moil  erhtacious  concurrence, 
leaving  however  to  your  choice 
the  bed  means  of  fatisfying  it,  at 
the  fame  time  informing  you  that 
this  extraordinary  levy  is  fo  necef- 
fary  and  fo  prefiing,  that  if  in  the 
execution  of  it  you  lhould  Hand 
in  need  of  out  ibvereign  authori- 
ty we  are  difpofe'd  to  grant  it  you 
in  the  moll  extenlive  manner. 

You  have,  it  is  true,  offered  feve- 
ral  times  to  raife  feme  new  corps, 
but,  we  have  conndered  that  it 
w  ould  take  too  much  time  to  or- 
ganise them,  and  train  them  to 
the  milhary  exereife  and  evoluti- 
ons ;  while  on  the  other  hand, 
men  mingled  among  lbldiers  will 
immediacely  render  us  that  fervice 
which  we  expect  fiom  them. 

You  cannot  dillemble— your  fu- 
ture exillence  depends  perhaps  on 
the  fpeedy  execution  ot  luch  an 
inereafe  of  force — you  fee  your 
enemies  multiply  at  all  points  of 
your  frontier*,  while  our  armies 
moulder 'away  by  our  victories,  & 
"by  thofe  glorious  contells  which 
they  are  forced  fo  frequently  to 
main  tain.  Betides,  the  efforts  that 
you  wdl  make  in  this  refpeclt,  can- 
not be  a  grievous  burden  to  a  coun- 
try fo  populous,  and  on  a  nation 
forme  ly  recognized  as  brave  and 
warlike.

fon,  and  other  citizens  of  the  U- 
n'ned  States,  who  are  principally 
concerned  in  the  fettlement  of 
thofe  l  ands,  were  determined  to  | 
relift  the  faid  order,  and  were  pre- 
paring to  oppofe  any  force  that 
may  be  fent  to  deprive  them  of 
their  lawful  rights  and  property. 

PITTSBURG R,  September  20.

"  On  the  :oth  of  Augtifl  colonel 
William  Whitley,  arrived  at  Nalh- 
ville  m  ith  100  well  equipped  volun- 
teers fiom  Kentucky.  A  major 
Or  re  from  Hollbciu  added  to  that 
number  60  men,  and  the  territory 
of  Cumberland  440  total  6co.  At 
the  genci  al  rendezvous,  col.  Whit- 
ley w  as  appointed  col.  command- 
ant; but  as  major  Orrc  had  been 
mullered  into  fervice,  and  fent  en 
command  by  governor  Blount,  it 
was  thought  belt  to  mufler  themen  * 
in  bis  name;  but  Whitly  was  ho- 
noured as  commander  in  camp  and 
in  the  field.  On  the  8th  of  Sept. 
the  army  got  in  motion  and  moved 
ten  miles  forward  ;  the  nth  made  W 
a  forced  mat  ch  of  40  miles  through 
Cumberland  mountain  and  cane 
brakes,  lighting  themfelves  with 
firebrands,  and  reached  the  banks 
of  the  Tennelle  at  two  o'clock  in 
the  morning.
